With Mass. Housing 
Board of Appeals

Representatives from 
Pheasant Hill Associates 
and the Agawam Board of 
Appeals were scheduled to 
meet Thursday, June 27 in 
Boston with the 
Massachusetts Housing 
Board of Appeals to discuss 
21 restrictions placed by the 
local board on construction 
of the proposed 282-unit 
housing development in 
Feeding Hills. 

The town’s Appeals Board, 
after 12 hours of public 
hearings in April, placed the 
restrictions on the proposed 
development, mostly con¬ 
cerning sewer and water 
lines improvement, to lessen 
the development’s impact on 
the Feeding Hills area. 

Pheasant Hill Associates, 
led by realtor John Beltrandi 
and Leon Charkoudian, 
appealed the restrictions to 
state authorities, a right 
granted under Chapter 774, 
Acts of 1969. the law under 
which Pheasant Hill Village 
is proposed. Funds related to 
the law, a $7 million, 40 year 
loan, were approved in April 
by the Massachusetts 
Housing Finance Ad¬ 
ministration subject to local 
actions on the development. 

The latest round of local 
action, a four hour Con¬ 
servation Commission 
hearing held June 18, has 
been continued until July 2. 

About 75 town residents, 
considerably less than the 
over 600 estimated at the 
three Appeals Board 
hearings, witnessed a well- 
prepared Commisison in¬ 
tensely question an equally 
well-prepared battery of 
consultants to the 
developers. 

Commission Chairperson 
Dorothy Nelsen said the 
hearing was by far their 
longest ever, most difficult 
and most demanding. 

Charkoudian, who said he 
was a “little miffed’’ at the 
continuance, added that the 
conservation. hearing was 
the longest he's been 
through. 

The continuance was 
passed on a 6 to 1 vote in 
order to receive final con¬ 
tour plans on the project and 
accurate information on the 
groundwater level in the 47.5 
acre tract. 

Several times during the 
hearing, the commission and 
developers disputed each 
other’s claims. 

William Garrity of Hun¬ 
tley Associates, a con¬ 
sultant, said impact of the 
housing and a retention pond 
on the environment would be 
slight, while several com¬ 
missioners voiced concern 
over the post-building plant 
life in the estimated 18 acres 
of wetland. 


Commissioners Atty. Leon 
Alechny and Kirby Gearing 
said the commission’s job 
was to “protect the 
ecosystem in the area,” 
while Charkoudian and 
Garrity said the developers 
were responsible for flood 
control and storm damage 
protection downstream. 

There were six speakers 
during the 20 minute public 
input portion of the hearing. 

Atty. Robert Kumor, 
representing 35 families 
from the Hendom Heights 
project just south of 
Pheasant Hill, asked for a 
hydrologist to study the 
water problem in the area 
for both flood control 
protection and the safety of 
the ecosystem. 

Arthur Sausville, 54 
Charles St. and a regular 
attendant at commission 
meetings, said a three hour 
cloud burst would “do more 
damage than any 100 year 
flood you’re Irving to guard 
against,” the 100 year flood 
being a standard used in 
determining outflow 
regulation in retention 
ponds. 

Euclide Lague, 83 Hendom 
Dr., asked the commission to 
research the sewer level at 
Hendom Heights as a guide 
to the ground water table. 

Fred Montessi, 12 Hendom 
Dr., urged the developers to 
fence in the proposed ren- 
tetion pond at Pheasant Hill 
and voiced concern about 
mud possibly building up in 
the area. Charkoudian said 
no fence is planned because 
the pond will not exist in dry 
weather. 

Peter Haufman, 16 White 
Birch Terrace, asked the 
developers if the lack of 
cellars in the buildings was 
due to high water, and 
Charkoudian replied no. 

John McNamara, 15 
Elmar Dr., asked about 
possible siltation of a stream 
at the east end of the site 
from sand at the end of 
Elmar Dr., and Beltrandi 
said the sand “has nothing to 
do" with Pheasant Hill 
Village.
